He 
w'as six teen y ears of age and was 
the son of Mr. and Mrs. W alter 
Addison, living south of 
C ar­ 
thage. 
He underw ent an 
operation 
two weeks ago a t th e Shelby ville 
hospital for appendicitis 
and 
was apparently recovering, and 
has been removecf to his home. 
He suffered a relapse and 
was 
taken back to th e hospital y es- 
, terday w ith his condition grow­ 
ing worse rapidly . D eath 
was 
caused from an abcess th a t de­ 
veloped beneath th e incision, it 
was stated. 
In addition to his parents, he 
is survived by a sister, Frances. 
The deceased also is survived by 
three uncles, Will, F rank 
and 
Theodore Abercrombie of 
this 
city . 
The

arrangem ents 
wrere not com pleted today , and 
will be announced later.

BIG P ERCENT OF H I E D WOMEN SEEK EMP LOYMENT

W ashington, M arch 29 —(U.R)— 
One of every 11 m arried women 
in the United States is now w ork­ 
ing—from sheer necessity , ex cept 
in a few isolated cases. 
Miss M ary Anderson, head of 
the W om en’s B ureau of the labor 
departm ent told the U nited Press 
today th a t 9 8 per cent of the 2.- 
000,000 m arried women gainfully 
employ ed work 
to help supply 
th eir fam ilies w ith food, cloth­ 
ing and shelter. 
“There are now m ore th a n 8 ,- 
50,000 employ ed women in the 


U nited S tates,” she said. "One of 
every four 
is m arried. W omen 
are in A m erican industry to stay . 
“They take em ploy m ent y oung 
—w hen they leave school, and if 
they stop work to get m arried, it 
m ay be only a short tim e before 
cricum stances force them 
back 
to th eir tasks again. Failure of 
husbands to m ake adequate in­ 
comes is the cause. 
“Seventy five per cent of th e 
employ ed m arried women are 
between 20 and 44 $ears,” 
she 
added. “They leave th e ir fam ily 
responsibilities w hen 
they 
are 
m ost needed.”

th e stoicism th a t h as been th eir 
grace since arriving here 
from 
Berlin, th ree G erm ans—a baron, 
a noted aviator and a m echanic 
—w atched storm y skies prevent 
th eir starting in th e 
junkers 
m onoplane “B rem en” for 
th e 
U nited S tates today . 
They retired w hen 
postpone­ 
m ent was inevitable, determ ined 
to leave on th e hazardous flight 
to th e N orth A m erican co ntin­ 
ent, a flight never y et accom p­ 
lished, as soon as th e 
w eather 
cleared. 
The postponem ent today 
was 
due to a sudden h urricane w hich 
whipped across th e field. A wind 
of 45 miles an hour lashed 
th e 
field and rain was falling. 
The B rem en was kept on 
its 
platform to be ready to depart 
tom orrow m orning, if th e w eath ­ 
er was favorable. The wind was 
still strong and th e rain had not 
stopped shortly before sunset: 
All had been prepared for 
a 
take-off at 5:30 a. m. today . B a­ 
ron Von 
Hueneveld, 
C aptain 
H erm an Koehl and A rthur Spin- 
dler had ordered th e trim gray 
“B rem en” brought from its h a n ­ 
gar. 


The m achine was wheeled out 
at 4:30 a. m. 
and 
overhaluing 
com pleted. Num erous m echanics 
bustled about. Flares on 
th e 
fly ing field were lighted. 
A light rain fell but th is 
did 
not stop preparations. 
T hen shortly a fter 6 
o’clock 
th e rainstorm and wind co ntin­ 
ued and it was decided th a t no 
attem p t would be m ade to start 
this m orning. The fliers were de­ 
term ined, however, to get away 
as soon as th e w eather cleared. 


W abash, Ind., M arch 29 —(U.R)_ 
M ahlon Powell, w ealthy farm er, 
who died here last Sunday , be- 
liéved in religious freedom and 
so today Indiana U niversity p ro ­ 
fited to th e ex tent of $8 0,000 as 
result of its liberalism . 
Powell’s will, on file 
here, 
leaves $8 0,000 
to th e hoosier

A secret aversion to m inisters 
because 
of “petty 
quarrels,” 
characterized 
Powell’s 
life. 
Tw enty y ears ago, Pow ell’ m ade 
nis first will, leaving his estate 
to relatives. 
T hen cam e ano th er will w hich 
left th e estate to H anover 
col­ 
lege. B ut w hen 
Powrell saw 
a 
H anover catalogue he discovered 
th a t th e school offered a course 
for m inisters. Im m ediately he 
ordered th e will changed and 
selected V alparaiso 
but an un­ 
fo rtunate financial turn a t th a t 
school caused him to change his 
m ind again.

Finally he drew ano th er will 
and m ade Indiana th e 
benefi­ 
ciary , From th e tim e he 
m ade 
th is will until hi§ death, he stud­ 
ied closely all reports from th e 
state institutio n to see th a t there 
was no change in its policies of 
accepting all creeds.and classes 
of religious students.

M any cities around Rushville are m aking 
ex­ 
tensive plans now for im provem ents and outlin­ 
ing a program for th e approaching 
season at. 
their parks, and th e city council here should be­ 
gin now to form ulate som ething along th a t line 
in order to hold th e interest here a t hom e in 
M em orial Park. 
One of th e m ost sorely neglected things in our 
p ark is th e equipm ent, especially the equipm ent 
for recreational purposes for children. There is a 
fund appropriated for this purpose 
each 
year, 
but lid le of the money is spent directly for equip­ 
m ent. 
This m oney h as been well spent, but now the 
m oney should be spent in doing som ething th a t 
will prove attractive and w orthw hile for a t least 
th ree m onths of th e year. 
T hree of th e slides for children were donated 
by a Sunday School class, w hich is now th re a t­ 
ening to move them to th eir 
church yard be­ 
cause no money h as been spent on them for up ­ 
keep and they are now dem anding attention. 
At least $500 should be spent from th e funds 
available th is spring for new « equipment so th a t 
the park will be attractive and inviting to the 
public. 
Funds for .a playground supervisor for the sum ­ 
m er m onths should also bb available, so th a t the 
youngsters can go to th e park and have an or­ 
ganized play outlined for them . 
The flowers and landscaping a t th e park are 
beyond criticism and if as m uch attention were 
paid to th e other branches of developm ent, th e 
p ark here would prove quite an asset to the city.

A state law was passed just for th a t purpose 
last year, but so far only a very sm all num ber of 
tow nships have availed them selves of th e oppor­ 
tunity. Trustees now have th e powef to furnish 
protection. They can buy apparatus, or join w ith 
either tow nship and m aintain such equipm etn at 
a central point, w hich would be suitable for figh t­ 
ing rural fires. 
Tow nship trustees can employ services of coun­ 
ty seat fire departm ents, or they 
can 
provide 
m oney either for m an power or own equipm ent 
jointly w ith tow ns and cities, wTith suitable 
a r­ 
rangem ents m ade in case of rural and tow n fires 
w ithin th e tow nships. 
In all probability if 
th e 
tow nship 
in w hich 
Freedom is located had tak en advantage of this 
law, th e fire could have been under control before 
any great loss had resulted, because alm ost any 
com m unity has wells w ith w hich to provide 
pum per w ith w ater sufficient to fight a fire, pro­ 
vided the pum per is on th e job as quickly as pos­ 
sible. 
The trustees in R ush county should not w ait 
until a disaster of th a t kind is brought to th eir 
doors, before taking action to prevent or com bat 
it.

PARK SEASON IS HEARING 


Many cities around Rushville are making ex- 


tensive plans now for improvements and outlin- 
ing a program lor the approaching season at. 
their parks, and the city council here should be- 
gin now to formulate something along that line 
In order to hold the interest here at home in 
Memorial Park. 


One of the most sorely neglected things in our 


park is the equipment, especially the equipment 
for recreational purposes tor children. There is a 
fund appropriated for this purpose each year, 
but lidle of the money is spent directly for equip- 
ment. 


This money has been well spent, but now the 


money should be spent in doing something that 
will prove attractive and worthwhile for at least 
three months of the year. 


Three of the slides for children were donated 


by a Sunday School class, which is now threat- 
ening to move thorn to their 
church yard be- 


cause no money has been spent on them for up- 
keep and they are now demanding attention. 


At least $500 should be spent from the funds 


available this spring for new ^equipment so that 
the park will be attractive and inviting to the 
public. 


Funds f or-a playground supervisor for the sum- 


mer months should also be available, so that the 
youngsters can go to the park and have an or- 
ganized play outlined for them. 


The flowers and landscaping at the park axe 


beyond criticism and if as much attention were 
paid to the other branches of development, the 
park here would prove quite an asset to the city.

IlI-RAL FIRE PROTECTION 


The little town of Freedom which was swept by 


a disastrous fire Wednesday, should stand out as 
an example of what may happen at any time to 


the smaller communities of the state. 


Small towns are at a constant mercy of fire 


Even in larger cities with water supplies and fire 
fighting apparatus, fires often times get beyond 
control and serious losses result, but more ade- 
quate protection for rural communities should be 
provided to every county. 


A state law was passed just for that purpose 


last year, but so far only a very small number of 
townships have availed themselves ot the oppor- 
tunity. Trustees now have the power to furnish 
protection. They can buy apparatus, or join with 
either township and maintain such equipmetn at 
a central point, which would be suitable for fight- 
tog rural fires. 


Township trustees can employ services of coun- 


ty seat fire departments, or they can provide 
money either for man power or own equipment 
jointly with towns and cities, with suitable ar- 
rangements made in case of rural and town fires 
within the townships. 


In all probability if the township to which 


Freedom is located had taken advantage of this 
law, the fire could have been under control before 
any great loss had resulted, because almost any 
community has wells with which to provide 
pumper with water sufficient to fight a fire, pro- 
vided the pumper is on the job as quickly as pos- 
sible. 


The trustees in Rush county should not wait 


until a disaster of that kind is brought to their 
doors, before taking action to prevent or comba 
it. 


GOLDEN RULE IN DRIVING 


A group of Californians has organized a "Na 


tional Golden Rule Highway Plan," seeking to en- 
rol! motorists who will agree always to conduc 
themselves, while driving, according to the Gold 
en Rule. 


It's a good idea, and if all motorists would livi 


up to the famous precept life would be a lo 
sweeter. But here's the one trouble: 


The vast majority of drivers is composed of de 


cent, kindly men who are always considerate and 
courteous to pedestrians or other drivers. There 
are only a few, relatively, who plow through traf 
flc without considering the other fellow.

these few are just the chaps you never can get to 
any Golden Rule association. They're the chap 
that make stringent traffic laws, and sharp-eyed 
motorcycle patrolmen, necessary.

When I received the invitation 


I began to reminisce. It seems 
almost unbelieveable that it was 
twenty-three years ago this au- 
tumn that I began teaching 
school at Applegate. 


I can recall to mind so many 


of the incidents that happened 
during that year and how most 
of the pupils looked at that time. 
If you have forgotten how you 
looked as a group, call on me 
some time and I will show you 
your picture. 


I recall how Johnny Meyers, 


Johnny Murphy, Earl Heeb, Ern- 
est Applegate and some of the 
big boys used to come stamping 
into the school room with big 
heavy hob-nailed boots on mak- 
ing so much noise. I wonder ifj 
they still wear the same kind.—

The last one I taught in had a 
staff of sixty-five teachers and 
an enrollment of over 1800 pu- 
pils; but in all of my work I hare 
never had a greater thrill than 
[ did the first morning I rang the 
little hand bell that called toget- 
her the pupils of the Applegate 
School. 


Since that memorable day I 


have had, I think, every possible 
emotion, that the work can give, 
ranging from the highest form of 
elation to the most sordid and 
harrowing depression, for child- 
ren can be cruel as well as sub- 
lime, as I am sure other teachers 
present can testify. But be that 
as it may I am sure there is no 
occupation so dignified, so inter- 
esting, so fascinating as that of 
school teaching, for the teacher 
has the most interesting of all 
possible materials to work with— 
namely, human beings and at 
the most interesting periods in 
life—childhood and youth. 


Many of you who attended 


school here twenty-three years 
ago are now parents. You no 
doubt have observed great chan- 
ges in the schools of today as 
compared witfi the schools then 
Thinking people no longer ex- 
pect tomorrow to be the same as 
today. China tried that and stood 
still for 4000 years. The schools of 
today have respect for the past 
with enthusiasm for the future. 
Education is entering upon a 
new era. If society is to meet 
that era half way it will insist 
on having its best minds and 
greatest hearts hi the schools 
where life is in the making. If 
parents are to do their part they 
must give more time and more 
thought to the great adventure 
of parenthood. If teachers are to 
rise to the new opportunities 
they must train themselves with 
greater energy and vision. Me- 
thods change and the setting 
varies but citizenship, cannot be 
avoided. To take the children of 
today and fashion out of them 
the kind of individual and group 
life that the best men and wo- 
men desire is the challenge of 
tomorrow. 


May the youth of your com- 


munity find in your schools every 
condition necessary to a true and 
enlightened education. May your 
teachers be examples of excel- 
lence in trttftlarshlp and charac- 
ter, seekers after truth and lov- 
ers of children. May no child 
pass from your schools to higher 
grades or to the outer 
without having been made 


more courageous, more virtuous, 
and in every way more capable of 
useful and noble living. 


(To this end may the blessing 


of Ood be upon child and parent, 
upon pupil and teacher, upon 
teacher and superintendent, and 
upon everyone whose influence 
will in any degree affect the 
work of education as it shall be 
conducted in your community.
